Bulgarians 

VIENNA 1UFD — The dog no long- 
er Is man"s best friend in com- 
munist Bulgaria. 

Instead, according to the party 
dally In Svlshlov, he has become 
"a dangerous enrrjer of Infectious 
and parasitic diseases to man 
and catM«" which must bo cllmi- 

The Bulgarian regime has been 
carrying "ut an extermination 
compainn for a long time, claim- 
ing that dogs are responsible for 
every thinjr from rabies and 
worms to. fowl pest and swine- 
pox. 

Eighty per cent of the ox and 
sheep livers brought to the meat 
combine In Svlshtov has to bo 
destroyed because they are in- 
fected with parasites, "which ore 
spread mainly by dogs," the par- 
ty organ said. 

I So tho town committee 
Svlshiov's communist party 

' passed a resolution forbidding 
the pawssiort of dogs in the 
town. 

I "Only the offices of the na- 
tional defense ministry, the min' 

I istry of the interior, organized 
hunters, some enterprises and 
house owners who have permits 
for watchdogs are allowed to pos- 
sess dogs," the order said. "All 
other dogs-are subject to destruc- 
tion." 

The committee ordered specific 
days for the destruction of dogs 
but noted that "the number of 
citizens who turned up with their 
dogs was very small." 

The paper reminded the peopl 
of the councils' resolution, "The 
next time dates arc fixed lor the 
destruction of dogs, let all owners 
bring them to the place speci- 
fied. 

Dog owners not complying, It 
warned, would be fined. 

"Officers of the council, the 
hygienic commission and indi- 
vidual citizens will help in trac- 
ing the- dogs," It said. 

The measures wcro taken, the 
paper said, in order to protect 
tho health of the workers, to 
abolish tho losses to livestock as 
well os In order to Improve the 
general hygiene of tho living 
i quarters."

Personality 
Study Turns 
Up Surprises 

. BERKELEY, Calif. 0TPD — A.Uni 
■versity of California psychology 
study has turned up some unex- 
pected findings on the subject ot 
personality. 

For- one thing, human belnga 
seem to be mentally tougher in 
facing life's strains than current 
theories expect. 

For another, a large number of 
young 1 people wto grew up lead- 
ing easy, confident lives changed 
Into brittle discontented adults. 

itudy was based on a 
-cross-section of individuals who 
were observed and tested from 
infancy to ago IB, and again at 
30. The studies spanned 35 years 
and wcro carried out by the in- 
stitute of human development 
at the Berkeley campus. 

Jean W. MacFarlane, re- 
search psychologist, said many 
of those persons In the studies 
led strained, unhappy or erratic 
lives in their younger years, Yet' 
high proportion of these sur- 
prised researchers by working out 
their problems and developing 
into stable productive and self- 
accepting parents and Job-hold- 
ers. 

Among them were chronic 
rebels who had been expelled 
from high school: academic fail- 
ures; unhappy, withdrawn schi- 
zoids, and one socially inept girl 
with cxt&emcly high blood pres- 
sure, which later became normal. 

But others failed to achieve 
their potential after excelling 
during childhood. "Included 
boys who were school leaders and 
athletes, and good-looking, so- 
cially skillful girls," Dr. MacFar- 
lane said. 

Perfmps, sho explained, fhey 
had too much success loo soon. 
This might lead to unreal ex- 
pectations about life, or they may 
not have had enough stress in 
growing up "to temper strength 
or force Ihoughtfulncss mid 
turity." 

Dr. MacFarlane and her fellow 
researchers arc trying to pinpoint 
the combination Of factors- 
family, environmental and bio- 
logical— that shape the mature 
and Immature Indlvlilnab.

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No Early Action 

Rpnpt'orHnnmpnt of i>tntp Ipgifllaturta 
jmie-i p problem that is not mfiMormlizoil 
i>y f>ny on« «"tnte. Basically, tho pri>bl"m 
Im.i evolved from gradual trnnsif-irtn of 
[he. nation from an economy that was 
mostly rural to one in which rural re- 
gions have lost much of their population 
null importance. In Idaho, for example, 
some 60 per cent of the IcRislatora are 
farmers, yet'only a fraction of thn state's 
population resided on farms. 

Contending that rity dwollers weren't, 
fie! tine ii fair shake out of such circum- 
.*jl}im""i, muj-t actions have hfien filed to 
force reapp"i"lioiunent of legislatures. 
One such suit involving Mnryland 
brought a deeimnn in a court of appeals 
refusing to reapportion Mapyland'a leg- 
islature and the case is headed now for 
the U.S. supreme court. 

The lop court in the nation is expected 
to hear arguments: oh the appeal next 
month. Because the decision will affect 
many other states, IB of them — includ- 
ing Idaho — plan to intervene. 

The states plan tq, urge the Bupreme 
court to leave the matter up to the vari- 
ou3 atntes, contending the federal gov. 
ernmenfc has no jurisdiction over state 
legislatures. 

It's easy to see why the matter would 
land in federal courts. In effect, any rul- 
ing that specifies the individual legisla- 
tures should bo reapportioned would 
mean the task is left up to the legisla- 
tors, themselves. It remains to be seen 
if any legislatures would move voluntar- 
ily to change the, basis on which its mem- 
bers are elected. 

■ So far as reapportionment Is con- 
cerned, there's a problem in the U.S. 
congress that has never received the at- 
tention it merits. The Constitution /iet 
up one house of congress on the basis of 
every state having two senators. But the 
house of representatives has member- 
ship based on population.' No one can 
deny the idea is sound, but in actual 
practice, the idea doesn't work out the 
way it must have been intended orig- 
inally. 

For instance, does a senator from 
Idaho enjoy equal stature with a senator 
from New York or California? Origin 
will not assure such status for a senator 
from Idaho, or any other thinly-popu- 
lated Btate, The power and prestige is 
ncquired only through long tenure of of- 
fice, a fact that's valid for either house 
of congress. In this case, the rules of 
congrcsB ImyB worked to kill the original 
intent Ai^utnte like Idaho, which has 
two Benatftrs and two representatives, 
wWfind ltsolf politically impotcntSn, 
congress. 

Although this matter of reapportion- 
' ment and rule changes isn't likely to fleo 
any. early action, thero'H much greater 
chance of change on the state level than 
the federal level. In Idaho, a nuit is 
ponding in U.S. district court on reappor- 
tionment of both holmes of the slate leg- 
islature. ArgnmcntH arc scheduled Nov. 
18 in Boise, even if them's a chance a 
ruling In the Maryland enno could pro- 
vide an answer for Idaho, too. "'-*,

SEOUL, South Korea, Oct 33 
W>— At least 44 persons drowned 
and about 100 -were missing aft- 
er a river lerry crowded with 
picnickers sank today near Yo- 
Ju. 35 miles southeast of Seoul, 
news, reports said. 

The newspaper Kyunghyang 
Bhliunooa said only nine persons 
were known to have survived, two 
hours after the sinking. Police 
and villagers have recovered 44 
bodies from the Han river. 

The reports said about 180 
persons, many of them children, 
were aboarvd the wooden ferry.

The high pressure effect 
atded and abetted by the fact 
that the ..prevailing westerlies- 
gigantic atmospheric 
flowing from west to east^-have 
been crossing the continent far 
to the north of their normal 
routes. 

A high pressure region gener- 
ates a sinking motion which 
brings down dry air from upper 
levels. Such regions arc vast In 
scale. In the first half of Octo- 
ber hlgh'pressure regions pre- 
vailed over the Pacific and At- 
lantic, both of which are gigantic 
manufactories of weather, and 
produced similar conditions over 
middle America, 

an while, the westerlies, 
which are the transportation 
agent for sundry weather dis- 
turbances, were crossing the con- 
tinent far north, in Canada, of 
their customary route. 

The ultimate effect. In part 
create*} by the Earth's rotation, 
was to produce tt clockwise 
southward awlrl which kept 
moisture laden southern air from 
moving north to invade the high 
pressure drought region. 

This set or circumstances — 
continental high pressure areas 
influenced by high pressure re- 
gions over the oceans, plus dis- 
placement of tho westerly wind 
streams to Uio north — is the 
classic cause of drought in the 
United States. 

Weather patterns tend to per- 
petuate themselves. But always 
there are forces, recognizable but 
not well understood, which vio- 
late or disrupt the pattern. 

At the moment it appears that 
the drought will be broken In the 
central United States In tho next 
30 days. Already there have been 
rains In tho Midwest. Tho news 
also was good for regions west of 
the continental divide. 

For the already dry eastern 
seaboard, however, the outlook 
was for more of tho some.

'Considerate' Escaped Convict Scares 
Hostages During Wild Escape Flight 



was getting into my pickup in 
my driveway when this man 
came up." 

"It was between 1 p.m. and 
1:30 when my doorbell rang-" 

With prosaic words like these, 
the hostages of an escaped con- 
vict told Tuesday how terror 
came aa £hev were going about 
the routine business of living. 

The terror- was In the form of 
a gun In tho hand of Carl Wayne 
Parks. 3a. who beat a deputy on 
the head Monday in Bakers - 
field. Calif., and set off on a 12- 
hour. 100-mile fllscht that ended 
with his capture Mondav night 
In suburban El Monte. 

Parks kidnaped six persons- 
one of them a 4-day-old baby— 
during his Journey but released 
all unharmed. His victims agreed 
Parks was unusually considerate. 

He hid in a closet at one hos- 
tage's home so -he wouldn't have 
to take her son prisoner. When 
the car in which he was Ileelng 
with three hostages ran out of 
gas Parks paid to have it filled. 

When he released the three In 
suburban 1-ong Beach. Parks told 
them they were In a tough 
neighborhood. They had better

Obviously, the services of 
trained professional workers hi 
this field must be paid far. Twin 
Falls County Probate Judge Zoe 
Ann Warberg, under whose jur- 
isdiction many of the cases come, 
points out the costs arc much 
greater when the problem is not 
taken care of In the ear^y stages. 

Some of the costs which must 
be borne by society when these 
problems become acute Include 
cost of providing lor a Juvenile 
who has had la be institution li- 
lted at the state Industrial train- 
ing school; cost of maintaining 
mentally ill parent at State 
Hospital South, and cost of car- 
ing for the children during this 
hospitalization; increased welfare 
rolls when school drop-outs start 
raising families without prior 
adequate training lor earning 
living; and cost when suicide or 
murder take either the waga 
earner or homomoker from the 
family. 

Many of these Items are listed 
i various places under present 
bookkeeping systems, making It 
difficult to determine exactly 
what the lack of mental health 
facilities Is presently coating the 
Magic Valley area. 

However, both the American 
Medical association and the di- 
rector of the local south central 
district health unit, Dr, Luther 
Thompson, are of the opinion 
that local facilities could cut the 
cost to the taxpayer. 

Present cost to the taxpayei 
of Magic Valley for the loo pa- 
tients at State Hospital South la 
about 1233,300 a ycarv The 10 per 
cent balance Is paid by the pa- 
tients or their families. 

Addition of a mental health 
center In Ada county reduced 
their state hospital commitment 
coats by bo per cent, nml Judge 
WnrberR points out that this In 
Just one of (he costs .which could 
substantially reduced vvltli i 
local clinic. 

Actually, the cost factor li 
y one of a number of advnn 
tnges wd would havo in ivorklim 
with mentally ill or emotionally 
disturbed pcoplci.'jvll o. points out. 

The psychiatrist or social work- 
er could be worklnit with the pa- 
tient's family aa well nn the pa- 
tient, provldJnK for morn undnr- 
ntnudlng nud belter ailjuntiuciit 
llinn provided by lunlltutlouall- 
r.atlon.

"The taxpayer Is hit twice In 
cases where the mother, and 
sometime* the father, may have 
required hospltallratlon at state 
Hospital South for a period, of 
treatment. 

'First, the taxpayer must loot 
the bill at the hospjtal, and sec- 
ond, provide, through the Aid to 
Dependent Children program, for 
care of the youngsters In tempo- 
rary foster homes," Judge War- 
berg states. 

'Frequently these cases could 
be handled locally, at far less 
coat, and with less disruption at 
normal life, both for the patient 
and the children." 

To those who think auch 
mental health treatment center 
might be a stepping atone to so; 
clallEed medicine, local docl 
point out that free services wo\ild 
be available only to those wl 
could not afford private treat' 
ment, and eventual aid In mental 
hospltala for people In thli 
Story has long been the responsi- 
bility of the counties and state. 

By providing treatment for the 
iess serious cases, many would 
never require )i03pltaJisnt)o:i.

It Is the firm conviction of 
Judge Warbcrg, and of many 
other officials working with this 
problem, that It is not possible 
to put a dollar sign on human 
misery. Even ir Uils^were the 
only consideration, ftpwever, they 
believe the ounco orpreventlon 
far less costly In the long run, 
than the pound of cure.
